Since the wounding of General Cas- 
tillo there is increasing depression 
among the iuHurgent loaders in Havana, 
where there have be«'n many surrenders 
to the Spanish. Brigadier Juan Del- 
gado makes strenuoaa efTort« to avoid 
the spread of this feeliuK :iud actually 
ly^l n.'toheted several men who were 
trying to surrender. 

About 1,000 iuBurgeuts are concen- 
trated near Maria La Gorda, Pinar del 
Rio, where they have been for some 
days. It is reported that,4n CKpedition 
has landed nearby.

RELIEVING THE DISTRESSED.

abundant and will last for some time. 
Presontably this statement applies gen- 
eMlj to'AU the itousolate*, for the con- 
sol' genoral has been in cousoltation 
with his snboi-dinate oonsok on this 
very matter by direction of the secre- 
tary of slate. At any rate the depart- 
ment will now paose before moving 
further In th« oiteodOB of dktrlhiition 
of relief. ~ ' 

Steps -w ere begun to hurry forward 
supplies from this country to Cuba just 
as soon as General Ijee was heard from. 
General Sullivan, commissary general, 
had selected one of his most experienced 
assistant.^, Captain Davis, who rendered 
Buoh i service at Memphis in the re- 
lief of tl.t rt<Kid sufferers, to go to Cuba 
with flu- .-'iiiplies if neoessary and dis- 
tribute thc.u luider the geuerul plans of 
Gen. Lee. The New York commissarv de- 
potwas to undertake the purchase of the 
supplies. Then Mr. R. A. Smith, a di- 
rector in one of the steamship lines ply- 
ing b«tween New York and Havana 
had offered free transportation to Cuba 
of the supplies and everytliiug was in 
triiu to begin the move as soon as word 
came frf)m General Lee. Now, how- 
ever, the department will wait until 
Geii^ral Lee notifies it that there is fur- 
ther need for relief before putting its 
I^ui into Operati on.

FORETEULI NQ THE WEATHER. 

KtrlklnK DUoorerle* M>d(i bv Aid of KIlM 
la th« Uppar Air Currrn^ 

Wakhiumtox, 37.— The most 

ligttlflcant dercdbpment in weather 
fwaci^tUtff for yean, making it poaaible 

to fWiast for a period at least 16 hoars 

longer that at present, and more ac- 
curately, has been attained by the 
weather bureau and will soon bear prac- 
tical fruit. This is the result of experi- 
ments with kites fiown at distances one 
to two miles abora ^hf siurfaoe of the 
earth, which h^vebeen qnietlj oondoct- 
ed in this citr for some wedca. 

Daily readings have been taken at 
this altitude and the fact ha.4 been es- 
tablished that shifting of the wind oc- 
curs at -a mile level above the rorth's 
surface from 13 to 16 hoars before the 
same change of dimttofe Oooors on the 
surface. This is d^ t* th« wne fcroes 
whick^ operate to oa^ivtnd ahifts to 
prodnoe a storm ; tme condition being 
dependent on the other. Secretary of 
Agricnltare Wilson has taken great in- 
terest in the experiments, which were 
made by Chief JMoore of the weather 
borean, and bis consultations with Pro- 
fessor Moore have resulted in the form- 
alation of a policy which will make 
weather predictions more valn:ihle in 
the fntun;. 

The most imperfect part of weather 
forecasts now is the prediction as to 
rain or snow. Meteorologists for the 
past 10 years have been impres.-ied with 
the fact that future data as to storms 
must couie from a knowledge of upper 
air conditions. The aeroplane investi- 
gations, as annonncfvl today, have 
n'a<-hfd that point wliere it can b" safe- 
ly stated that, within si.x mouths the 
government weathiT bareir.i for the first 
time in the history of any nii'tcorolog- 
ical service can construct a t^'lcgT.ipliic 
synchrnnic chart based on air conditions 
one mile above the earth. This chart 
will cover the conditions between the 
Alleghenics and the Rockies at the out- 
set. 

('liief Mof^rc says this step probably 
will mark a new epoch in the weather 
forecasting problem. With these hiirh 
level readings the bnreau will have the 
moisture contents of the upper stata as 
well as the lower. It will be se"ii how 
important tliis double information is 
when it is considered fliat the two stata 
of air may by shifting of the wind be- 
come mixed within i\ hours and that 
the J^voipitation will depend upofi the 
aveng* UOistore of the mass.

VOTE ON THE T ARIFF BILL 

I'iret Allmmeat ef the T'sriona Klaments 

Existinc In the 8cnato. 

Warkinoton, May 27.— The first 
vote on the tariff bill was taken in the 
senate yesterday. It came after a two- 
hour'a debate on the item of boracic 
r.cid, which, although comparative nn- 
imporiant, afforded an opportunity for 
the first alignment of the various ele- 
ments. Mr. Vest of Missouri, a l>erao- 
cratic member of tho finance committee, 
moved to make the rate on boracic acid 
3 cents instead of 6 cents per pound as 
provided by the committee. This pre- 
sented a direct issue between the com- 
mittee and the opponents of the bill. 
The amendment was defeated, yeas 20. 
nays :!4. The vote was largely on party 
lines. The affirmative was made up of 
19 Democrats and one Popnlist', Heit- 
feld. The negative waa made up of S9 
HepabUcans, two Democrats, MoEnery 
of Louisiana and White of California : 
two silver Republicans, Cannon of 
Utah and Jones of Nevada, and one 
Populist, Stewart of Nevada.

CoMflTAiTTiNOPLE, May 27.— The oona* 
dl of ministers has decided to prolong 
the armistioe. It vriU refuse even to 
discnss the retrocession of Thessaly, 

but will leave the oth(>r points for con- 
sideration to the i>owers. .'^o far as fc 
the note of the European arbitrator."* ii 
concerned, there can be no doubt thaV 
whether the sultan is only blnflBng, 01 
is the victim of popular pressnre, a 
peace such as Europe expects can not be 
arranged without risk of the gravest 
complications. 

The grand vizier on .Saturday jin scor- 
ed a report to the sultan urging that 
the whole of Islam was fully deter^ 
mined to retain Thessaly, adding: 
"Toor majesty proved vietorions in Ar^ 
menian and other matters when yon 
firmly refused to be dictated to by Kn 
rope. Therefore, you should be eiiuallv 
firm on this occasion. But if my viewi 
are unpalatable to yotir majesty, I beg 
of you to accept my resignation."

aNo a prophet and seer of vision?, and 
can look far into tbe future, and no bet 
ter proof do our people need of bia power 
to forsee coming events than is preeented 
by tbe Cincinnati, Georgetown and 
Portamooth railroad people at thia time 
Two weeks ajfo, when Col. Boone waa 
waited on by the committee of citizens 
of West Union at Maysville, and during 
the talk had with him and President 
Kirkby, of the Black Diamond, Col. 
B jone made the emphatic statement that 
West Union would have two railroads 
within two yeara. That all our people 
need to do to secure the extension of the 
C, 6. and P. from Georgetown waa to 
get "aboard" the Blaek Diamond. 

"This atuS about the C, O. and P. bav 
ing to sell bonds to get the money is all 
'popvcock,' " said Col. Boone, "The Penn- 
sylvania Company, the richest railroad 
corporation in the United Statea, now 
own the 0., O. and P. and the Vice Presi- 
dent of the Pennsylvania Company is a 
director of tbe C, G. and P. and the 
other membetfl of the Board of Directors 
of the C, G. and P. are Pennsylvania 
people. They have an almost unlimited 
amount of money raised on their laat 
issue of improvement bonds in the treaa* 
ury of the Pennsylvania Company. The 
C, G.and P. belongs to the Pennsylvania. 
Now when they find that the Black Di- 
amond proposes to build through what 
the Pennsylvania considers its territory, 
they will build and build in hurry. 
Why, gentlemen, when the Black Dia- 
mond movement jiets started, you need 
not be surprised to get up any morning 
and tee a gang of 0., O. and P. ooaatroc- 
tion bands building that road into your 
town. They will build and build in a 
hurry. As I aaid awhile ago, tbe Penn- 
sylvania people have lots of ready money, 
and they will take the C, G. and P. ex- 
tension bonda, pat tbem in the Pennayl- 
vania treaaary, and check cut all the 
money they need to build the C, G. and 
to West Union. They liave fooled 
along with your people, making them 
l>elieve that they would build each year,

I have bad two 
rotmda with tbe Pennsylvania people in 
railroad bnildhig, once when I demanded 
to cross their bridj2;e at Zanesville, and 
the other time when I built tbe Belt 
Line at Zanesville, and I licked them 
both times. McCrey, the Vice President 
of the Pennsylvania, who is the leading 
spirit in tbe C, G. and P. at preeent, waa 
in command of tbe Pennsylvania inter- 
esta on both these occasions and he 
knows when be tackles Boone he has got 
to flgbt a loaing fight.

THE CROP OUTLOOK. 



W«atbrr ConditioDH the Past Week Wvv^ 
FavaraMe For Farm \)ark— Be- 
port ef tbe Citmite ib4 
CnpSenie*. 



VFor Week Endlnir May 21.] 
The weather conditions of the past 
w«ek were very favorable to the progrt- as 
of ftirm work, bat were only fairly con- 
ducive to the growth of vegetation. 
Practically clear weather prevailed until 
Sunday, when mnofa needed ahowera fell 
in nearly all partp of the Slate. Except 
in a few localities in the cential countiee, 
where the ahowera were exceptionally 
heavy, the precipitation for the week was 
considerably below the noripal, and 
many correspodents report a total ab> 
nence of rainfall. Tbe temperature was 
generally below the normal for the week, 
and froat ia reported to have occurred on 
the 22ad at a number of atationa, thoogh 
no damage resulted. 

While the general tone of correppond- 
«nte' reporta ia slightly less favorable 
than for abme weeks past, they are ao 
convicting in some partictilarr? a? to ren- 
der the task of making an average esti- 
mate of existing crop conditiooa a very 
di^calt one. It can be said, however, 
that tbe outlook for crops generally is 
fair at tbe least and excellent for some of 
them, no seriously daQUi^a|( iaflaencea 
having been reported. The season is 
still backward, owing to the cool, wet 
weather which has prevailed during tbe 
vrnttef part of the present spring. A 

period of heat, with nccafiional fhowerp, 
would dj much toward the restoration of 
crops to their normal stag* for the 
season. 

Western Section.— Heporta received 
from this section of the .State are less 
lavorable than those from other portions, i 
The prevailing clear weather permitted ' 
of the performance of niiu-h work in the | 
fields, and com is very nearly all planted, 
some of the bottom lands only rsma'n- ' 
ing. The early planted part of the crop 
is up, but generally speaking, is not a 
good stand, beingyellow and uneven. In 
some localities it has been necessary to 
plow it over and replant. Reports con- 
cerning wheat are very conflicting, but it

CMhtral Section.— Oenenilly favorable 
weather conditions prevpiled tbroagbont 

this section of the State, and the majority 
of reports aye very eocouragiog. Farmers 
t/iHk advaoW of the itffmMtm to 
ptJS^ to completion the work of planting 
corn, very little of which now remains to 
be done. Some of the earlier crop is op 
and t^ks wfil generally. Scattering re- 
ports of cnt^worms are received, batthey 
hiye not las ynt appeared in auflicient 
nnmb«0 ^ work mateHal injury 
young oohi. Wheat is almost nnanl 
mously reported to he in fine condition 
in this section and is heading out well 
Rye, oats and grivsei are doing well 
though complaint is made of an unusual 
amount of white top in the meadows in 
Boyle, Nelson and sevend adjai^ent eoun 
ties. Gardens look well, though there ia 
considerablecomplaint of the potato bug. 
Tuere ia a profusion of all the amaller 
fraits, but apples and peaches are drop' 
ping from the trees in great numbers in 
the more northerly counties. Practically 
no tobacco was tr^plMtad daring the 
week, in sorte WMlltm fh« plants are 
reported to be small and scarce, but 
there seems to be no doubt t^at the sup- 
ply wiilba sufflcient to miatftaU demands. 

Eastern Section. — Farm work of al 
kinds progrcHsed favorably during th 
week. The planting of corn was nearly 
completed. The early planted portion of 
tbe crop is above ground, and its condi' 
tion is not entirely favorable, tbe coo 
nights causing much of it to yellow. 
There has been 'a slight retrog1«ssion )n 
the condition of wheat, but the general 
prospect for the crop is atill very good 
Oats and rye have improved slightly dur- 
ing the week. Meadows and pasture 
still continue in a most promising condi 
tion. But little tobacco has been set in 
this aection, tliongh in many localitit 
the plants are of siifhcient size and only 
await a good season to be transplanted 
As in other sections of the State, reports 
regarding the quantity and quality of 
plants are very conflicting. Nuineroiia 
complaints are received from tbe north 
erly counties of the dropping of apples 
fpDin the tr(-ep. I'eports relative to small 
fruits are favorable throughout the entire 
section.
